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VBT approves selling old fire station on Ecorse to DTE Gas

The old fire station at 45581 Ecorse Rd., 
just west of Belleville Road, was officially 
sold to DTE Gas for $220,000 at the Dec. 
20 meeting of the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees. 

Dan Power, director of planning 
and economic development, said an 
appraiser was hired by the township and 
he determined the fair market value was 
$220,000. He said DTE will pay the $2,000 
cost of the appraisal, as well. 

Director Power said the site will provide 
redundancy for 160,000 people in Western 
Wayne County with a gas transmission 
line. He said the board determined at a 
previous meeting that the property was not 
in the long-term interest of the township. A 
quick-claim deed to DTE was approved for 
the “Ecorse Valve Site.” 

He said it is considered an essential 
service, so no site plan is needed. Power 
said his department gave DTE advice on 
security fencing and landscaping. The site 
will contain no buildings. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said this 
will serve the residents of Van Buren 
Township and this second pipe is being put 
in place in case the first pipe goes bad. 

The site also will provide for the 
installation of remote-control values for 
emergency remote shutoffs. 

In other business at the 36-minute 
meeting on Dec. 20, the board: 

e Witnessed Wayne County Commissioner 
Al Haidous honor Trustee Kevin Martin 
with a framed resolution from the county 
commission telling of his service in the 
Navy providing national security and his 
45 years at General Motors. He recently 
retired from GM. Trustee Martin said, “On 
behalf of Judge Martin and myself, I am 
humbled and honored to be so honored.” 
He referred to his wife, 34 District Court 


Judge Lisa Martin, who stood by his 
side. He said he will continue to serve his 
community; 

e Approved a contract with apparent low- 
bidder of four bids, TSP Environmental, 
in the amount of $279,233.60 for the 
replacement of the Wildbrook Pump 
Station. The existing suction pump station 
has historic problems with pulling prime 
and keeping prime due to excess grease 
in the wet well. Two submersible pumps 
will be installed in the well and above 
ground storage. Due to the long force 
main, a pump-down performance test will 
be performed. Kevin Lawrence, director 
of water and sewer, said it is likely the 
excessive grease has settled in the force 
main and a pump-down comparison to

performance curves will indicate the need 
for a pipe-cleaning program. He said this 
work will correct a design issue, going 
from suction station on top to submersibles 
within the wastewater well; 

e Approved the personal service agreement 
with Elena Manalp in the communications’ 
department. Human Resources Director 
Nicole Sumpter said Manalp has more than 
12 years of experience on social media and 
graduated from Michigan State University 
in August. She had served as assistant to the 
campaign manager for Michigan Attorney 
General Dana Nessel, who was reelected; 

e Approved a rate increase for the Van 
Buren Today Magazine from $350 per page 
to $400 per page. Community Publishing 
& Marketing of Taylor sells all advertising 


within Today Magazines and retains all 
monies owed from these advertising and 
sponsorship endeavors. Total estimated 
amount due from the township per 16-page 
issue is $6,400. Photos and artwork are 
provided by VBT; 

e Approved the appointment of Alex 
Dine to the Local Development Finance 
Authority with a term to expire Aug. 12, 
2023; 

e Approved the 2023 regular work study 
and board meeting schedule, with work 
study session beginning at 5 p.m. and 
regular meetings at 6 p.m. on meetings that 
generally are the first and third Tuesdays 
of the month, except for holidays. Also, 
the Aug. 14 budget review meeting will 
begin at 8 a.m. There is only one meeting 
in January 2023 and that is Jan. 17; 

e Approved the resignation of Trustee 
Reggie Miller from the Board of Trustees 
effective Dec. 15. She assumes her new 
office as Representative for District 31 in 
the Michigan House of Representatives as 
of Jan. 1. She was elected Nov. 8; 

e Approved the Wayne County Annual 
Permit for the 2023 Fiscal Year. The permit 
covers maintenance, restoration, and 
special events on the Wayne County road 
right-of-way; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara say the 
township is expected to get $35,000 from 
the national opiate settlement and that 
money will be used for some things like at- 
risk students; and 

e Approved the voucher list, which 
included a severance payout of $53,500 for 
Lisa Lothringer, former deputy executive 
director of the Downtown Development 
Authority, a position she had held since 
January, 2015.There was another payout to 
her civil rights attorney Salvatore Prescott 
Porter and Porter for $16,500, making the 
total payout $70,000. 


Denton Road bridge: Construction work won’t begin until 2025

The 95-year-old Denton Road Bridge is 
going to be completely replaced, instead 
of repaired as previously announced, and 
work on it is unlikely to take place before 
2025 or 2026. 

This was part of a report given by Ron 
Akers, director of municipal services, to 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
at its Dec. 20 regular meeting. 

He said on Dec. 19, he and Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara met with Wayne County 
Commissioner Al Haidous and county 
officials to discuss the status of the Denton 
Road bridge. 


Director Akers said the county indicated 
the bridge needed to be reconstructed and 
the estimated cost of the project is between 
$4 million and $6.5 million. 

“We discussed options for the bridge, the 
addition of a non-motorized trail on the 
bridge, increasing the height of the bridge 
to accommodate boaters, and adding 
decorative elements to make the bridge 
more attractive,” he said. 

“Due to the unexpected nature of 
the project, required environmental 
permitting, and other planned bridge 
projects already under way, the county is 
not expecting construction to begin on the 
bridge until 2025 or 2026,” he said. “We 


discussed seeking outside funding sources 
such as state and federal bridge programs 
and plan to work with the county to make 
applications for these programs. The 
county has already begun obtaining cost 
estimates and had a preliminary discussion 
with EGLE about the environmental 
permitting process.” 

Akers said that during the meeting the 
county officials committed to working 
with the township on the bridge project to 
help move the project forward as quickly 
as possible and to work with the township 
on the bridge design. 

“This closure is unfortunate and will 
be disruptive to those who use it on a 


regular basis,’ Akers continued. “We will 
work with the county to move this project 
forward as quickly as we are able, but 
while we are doing so, we will be looking 
to take advantage of the opportunities that 
this situation presents. 

“These include the opportunity to 
construct a portion of the Iron Belle Trail 
on the bridge, to add decorative elements 
to the bridge to create an attractive gateway 
to the township, and to increase the height 
of the bridge to improve boater safety. 
Some of these improvements will likely 
need to be funded by the township or with 
additional grant funding.”

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MSP says body on 
freeway was that of Van 
Buren Township man 


Michigan State Police say the body 
found on the I-94 freeway in Van Buren 
Township on the evening of Dec. 13 was 
that of a Van Buren Township man. Police 
said the family has been notified, but did 
not release the name. 

The Detroit Regional Communication 
Center was alerted around 8 p.m. of an 
object which was struck in the roadway 
and caused a crash on westbound I-94 near 
Haggerty. Several motorists said they had 
hit something on the freeway. 

When troopers arrived, they found the 
body of a person, initially described 
as a woman, which had been run over 
multiple times. The next day, MSP issued 
a correction and said the medical examiner 
determined the body was that of a male 
from Van Buren Township. 

“The body was struck multiple times and 
the original vehicle that struck the body 
pulled off the freeway at Belleville Rd.,” 
MSP said on Twitter. 

As state police combed the scene, 
westbound I-94 lanes were closed at 
Haggerty, according to the Michigan 
Department of Transportation. The lanes 
reopened around 2 a.m., Dec. 14. 

Neighbors in the area said they had heard 
the man had jumped off the Haggerty Road 
bridge, but police have not confirmed that.

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RACER Trust asks VBT to pass 
ordinance to prohibit wells in area

The RACER Trust plans to remediate 
the old General Motors property on Ecorse 
Road, north of Willow Run Airport and 
wants Van Buren Township to prohibit 
wells in that area. 

At the regular meeting of the VBT

reported that RACER Trust which was put 
in place by GM’s bankruptcy spinoff, has 
received EPA permission to remediate the 
old GM properties. 

He said the property is the old City of 
Detroit landfill. They will put six inches of 
topsoil on top to flatten the property. 

A well-prohibition ordinance, north to 
the former Harold Smith farm to the trailer 
park is being sought from the township. 

Director Akers said there are no active 
wells in that area now. 

He said the township will put together an 
ordinance for this area. 

RACER will disconnect any residents 
from their wells and pay to connect them 
to city water, but there are none they know 
of, Akers said. 

He said there is not major contamination, 
but the topsoil is recommended. 

RACER Trust stands for Remediating 
Auto Communities Environmental 
Response Trust. 

In other business at the Dec. 21 meeting, 
the commission: 

¢ Voted unanimously to change the meeting 
start time from 7 to 6 p.m. beginning in 
2023.

e Akers reported that he reached out to the 
Airport Authority and it told Director Larry 
Luckett that deicing fluids go into the storm 
drain system, but it is treated before it is let 
into the storm drains.

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Sumpter OKs offer for 9.32-acre parcel after year of discussion

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
accepted an offer for $65,000 from Kurtis 
Myers for the 9.32-acre vacant Commercial 
parcel behind the former Sumpter Medical 
Center on Sumpter Road. This was at a 
special meeting on Monday, Dec. 19 and 
the Myers’ bid was the only bid on the 
table. 

It hadn’t been easy getting to this point. 

Supervisor Tim Bowman brought up 
selling the parcel at a meeting in September 
2021 to someone who reportedly planned 
to use it for a self-storage business. 

A homeowner adjoining the site, Corey 
Blue, objected to the way the possible sale 
was being handled and said he had tried to 
buy it in the past, but was told the township 
was not interested in selling it. Things went 
back and forth over a year until the recent 
move that listed it with Moving the Mitten 
real estate. 

At its Nov. 22 meeting, the board had 
offers through Moving the Mitten for 
$60,000 from Trustee Don LaPorte and 
for $55,000 from Kurtis Myers who 
stated one acre was not useable, so he was 
deducting $5,000 from his bid. The board 
sought clarification and the “best and final 
purchase offer” from each bidder and 
anyone else interested. 

At its Dec. 13 meeting, the board received 
what were supposed to be the “best and 
final purchase offers” for the property, but 
while one from Trustee LaPorte remained 
at $60,000, the other from Myers was for 
$5,000 more than the highest offer, or in an 
addendum, not more than $67,500. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said they said 
they would pay $67,500 if they had to. He 
said the board should just tell them to put 
a bid in an envelope, seal it and bring it to 
the real estate office who would bring it to 
the board table to be opened there. 

He said it’s not enough, anyway, because 
the board received two appraisals on the 
property for $75,000 and $78,000. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan agreed that the 
bids are confusing. She said it is one of 
the prime properties in the township and 
somewhere down the road someone would 
buy it and put in something good. 

“We sold the medical center and it’s still 
there collecting dust,” Trustee Oddy said 
of the property that had once been attached 
to the 9 acres. 

Treasurer Bart Patterson, who said he had 
areal estate background, said it was a valid 


offer. He said the appraisals were in June 
and things have changed. Patterson said 
the board could pull off and not sell. He 
said the board asked them for offers and 
one offer was 86% of the appraisal and one 
was 80%. 

Trustee Tim Rush said, “With inflation 
and everything going on, we should take 
the money and run. Our goal was to sell. I 
say, go with the $65,000 and call it a day.” 

The discussion was during the workshop 
and at the regular meeting that followed, 
Trustee Rush made a motion to accept the 
$65,000 offer. The vote was a 3-3 tie, with 
no votes by Trustees Morgan and Oddy 
and Clerk Esther Hurst. 

Yes votes were by Trustee Rush, Treasurer 
Patterson, and Supervisor Bowman. 
Trustee LaPorte had recused himself from 
the discussion and the vote to prevent a 
conflict of interest and so did not vote. 

Since it was a tie vote, the motion failed. 

When the board started talking about 
what to do next, Township Manager Tony 
Burdick pointed out that the agreement 
with Moving the Mitten runs out Dec. 27 
and the numbers needed to be secured 
before then. 

The board decided to ask the bidders to 
give a final number for the purchase plus 
any contingencies, put it on paper and ina 
sealed envelope to deliver to the real estate 
office by 4:30 p.m., Jan. 6, to be carried to 
the township offices and put on the table 
for that night’s meeting and opened at the 
meeting. 

“We’re just dragging this on,” Supervisor 
Bowman said. “We have the highest bid.” 

Attorney Rob Young said they could 
have a special board meeting on the 
following Monday, Dec. 19, and open the 
bid envelopes there, which they voted to 
do. The bids would contain the highest 
amounts they are willing to pay and 
contingencies. Trustee Morgan voted no. 

At the brief, special meeting Dec. 19, 
with only this item on the agenda, the bid 
for $65,000 from Myers was approved. 
LaPorte did not submit a bid. 

In other business at the Dec. 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved paying all warrants through 
Dec. 31. The township offices are closed 
Dec. 23 through Jan. 2; 

e Approved awarding the township hall 
HVAC system cleaning to DUCTZ for a 
total cost of $6,960 to be scheduled during 
January. Manager Burdick said they also 
have quotes for cleaning the carpets and

walls, department by department, which 
will be done later. He said the “restroom 
mania projects” caused lots of dust and 
material flying all over. He said one gave 
the township a bid before it went out 
for bids and they used that as a guide 
when writing the call for bids. Only two 
responded; 

e Approved renewing the TownWeb 
website and its full support, maintenance, 
and hosting for three years at a cost of 
$3,108 per year; 

e Approved closing the township hall 
on Dec. 15 from noon to 130 p.m. for an 
employee holiday luncheon; 

e Approved the final payout o all unused, 
remaining benefits bank time for Roxanne 
Bardell in the total amount of $6,070.50 
for vacation and paid time off, regrettably, 
due to her separation of employment as 
of Dec. 1. Trustee Morgan asked for an 
explanation. Attorney Young said this is 
what the board expressed in closed session. 
He said it was finalized by the clerk’s 
office, Finance Director Scott Holtz and 
Manager Burdick. Morgan voted no; 

e Approved Resolution 2022-13 for the 
annual exemption from Contribution Act 
152 of 2011 as the township meets the 
provision for exemption as provided in the 
Act;

Akers said the life of a bridge is 
approximately 80 years, so this may be the 
only chance the township gets to make some 
sort of these changes during the lifetimes of 
current leaders. 

“It is our hope that we are able to make 
positive improvements from this difficult 
situation and use this rare opportunity to 
improve the appearance of an entryway 
of the township, improve non-motorized 
access, and improve boater access and 
safety,” he said. 

Akers said the Community Services 
department will contact groups working 
with the township on the Iron Belle Trail 
construction to coordinate scheduling. 

At the end of Akers’ report, Supervisor 
McNamara said two weeks ago he contacted 
the township’s consultants, Fishbeck 
engineers, to get estimates on the cost and 
how long it would take. He said Fishbeck 
said it would take $4.3 million and 
three years, which includes two years of 
engineering, which is what the county said. 

He said the county will pay for the bridge 
but would charge for amenities. He said the 
bridge was built in 1927 and now they can 
take the 95-year-old bridge and make it a 
plus to the community. 

“How did we get here?” asked Trustee 
Kevin Martin. “It’s a 95-year-old bridge. Do 
they inspect regularly?” 

Akers said the county inspects every two 
years, but he said he didn’t have the report 
on the last inspection. 

“They had a problem with an inspector who 
was approving bridges without inspections,” 
Supervisor McNamara said, adding that’s 
what happened with the Grosse Ile and New 
Boston bridges that also were suddenly 
closed. 

Supervisor McNamara said the township 
always thought that the Denton Road bridge 
was a Belleville bridge, but the whole 
bridge is in Van Buren Township, with the 
causeway up to it in Belleville. 

He said this will not be an 80/20 match, 
but Belleville should help the township with 
this to do something to make it look nice. 
He said it will be about 40” higher, with a 
walkway on one side. The county didn’t 
agree with paying for the walkway on the 


causeway. 

Trustee Martin said the bridge should be 
made accessible and safe and its appearance 
is secondary. Clerk Leon Wright agreed with 
Trustee Martin. 

“Tt’s not an entrance to the township,” said 
Clerk Wright, noting its appearance is not 
the most important thing. 

“We’ll have to make that decision in a year 
or two,” McNamara said. 

At the VBT Environmental Commission 
meeting the next night, Akers said the county 
was getting started with environmental 
permits for the bridge. 

He said there is a danger that freshwater 
mussels are present and the survey for them 
has to be done during the right season. 

“If you find them, it’s a two-year moving 
project,’ Akers said, referring to the 
freshwater mussels. 

Akers said another thing was the 40% cost 
increase of construction over the last couple 
of years. He said they need at least a six-foot 
pathway on one side and they are talking 
with groups who fund the Iron Belle Trail. 

Akers told the commission that the 
Wayne County Public Service Director 
and the head of the county’s Engineering 
Department are committed to working with 
the township. The officials said the height 
could be increased 40 inches and it could be 
decorative or more attractive. 

Environmental Commission member Peter 
Creal asked if while the bridge is closed is it 
safe for boaters to pass underneath it? 

“They never said that was a problem, but 
Pll make sure we get 100% clarification,” 
Akers said. 

“Tt will split the lake in half” if boaters 
can’t go beneath that bridge, Creal said, 
“and limit accessibility.”
